The reformed Berlin Redcoats under the 
leadership of tri-captains Eric T. Nielsen, Joe 
Kropf, and Steve Bonaiuto finished their 
season with a 9-1 record. After losing a 
heartbreaker to neartown rival Middletown, 
the Redcoats, with strong direction from 
head mentor Al Pelligrinelli, came back and 
won nine consecutive games, a record for 
any Berlin team. 

Never in the history of Berlin have so 
many fans attended football games.

The 1977-78 Redcoats achieved great 
distinction by winning the WTIC team of the 
week and qualifying for the Class M State 
Championship play-offs.
